Big Wheat Yield 


Average Yield of Crops of Western 
Canada Over Ten Years 


The census and statistics office of 
the Canadian government has just 
completed a statement of the annual 
average-yields per acre of field crops 
for the ten years from 1908 to 1917.

Brought Down 106 German Planes 
in Six Weeks 


Wounded British airmen, back 
from France, report that the squad- 
ron operating in an important scctor 
on the.Amiens front has probably es- 
tablished a record by bringing down 
106 enemy machines in six wecks, in- 
cluding twenty-one on one ‘day. . 

The only member of the squadron 
known to have been wounded up to 
the time this man returned to Lon- 
don, said it was hard work getting 
the German airmen to fight.

“We would swoop down while fly- 
ing at a speed of 130 smiles an hour, 
firing our machine gung all the while. 
Some times we came within fifty 
feet of the ground, going so fast they 
could do nothing. with us. Their 
machine gun fire from the ground 
improved after the first few © weeks, 
but it did little damage.”

Diverse Resources of Canada Shown 
at Windsor Station 


Visualizing in a striRing manner a 
large number of the diverse natural 
resources of Canada, the Canadian 
Pacific Railway has just opened to 
the public an exhibit at the Windsor 
strect station. This exhibit, which 
is situated in a room inmediately 
adjoining ‘the main entrance to the 
station on.

Other 
transparencies illustrate soie of the 
summer resorts along the company’s 
lines. Complete and recent. statis- 
tics of all the country’s — resources 
add conviction to the display. .The 
exhibit is, installed in handsome 
showcases, brilliantly lit; and it ‘is 
interesting to kwow that all the ma- 
terial used in the construction room 
is Canadian material exclusively.

Its Murderous Form Under 
German Auspices

claimed that the British gas is more 
effective for offensive work, and that 

British mask is more effective 
man the German for defense. The 
ossession of rubber, for one thing, 

y the allics, is an advantage over 
the heavier and thicker leather used 
by -the Huns-as part of the material 
in-the mask. At the same time -gas 


plays a large part in cach new Ger- 
man attack, and doubtless.iheaact? 
-tates many allied soldicrs before 
they get their mask: in position, An- 
other danger is premature removal 
of the mask, cither in thoughtless- 
ness or irritation from its touch, or 


.~» from-a desire to speak, which is al- 


most impossible while wearing’ the 
mask. As the gas is invisible there 
fis always a‘ danger of-unwitting ex- 
posure to it. Near the fromthe gus 
mask has to be’ carried in a position 
where it can be donned in a second 
or two, and there is always a guard 
of specially trained men to give the 
gas alarm by siren, gong; rockcts or 
other means. 

When the Germans began’ this di- 
abolical, forin of warfare in 1915 it 
was gencrally regarded as something 

‘new. .ln. its. present murder- 
ous form, which has had to be met 
as the devil fights. fire, it doubtless 
is new, but investigations “by ‘the 
Medical Bureau of the United States 
mavy have shown that\ the idea at 
least is very old. It appears that 
poison gas found employment in war 
a3 far back as the struggle between 
the Athenians and the Spartans and 
their respective allies (431 to 404 B. 

 C,), when thé.cities of Plataea and 
Delium were besieged. Heaps of 
wood ‘sattrated with pitch and — sul, 
phiug, were set on fire and burne 
una & the walls, in order to gener- 
ate choking and, poisonous’ fumes 
that were’ cxpected:to stupefy the 
defenders and render the task of the 
attacking forces less difficult. 

_ Even in the middle ages, which 
we are-proud to regard as an epoch 
of ignorance, there were explosive 
mixtures projeeted from bottles that 
were thrown like hand grenades. 

The famous “Greek fire,” used by 
the Saracens against the Crusaders, 
mot only burned with flames that 
water could not quench, but sinci- 
dentally gave off clouds of | blinding 
emoke and gas of an asphyxiatin 
‘character. It is understood to have 
been a mixture of petroleum, pitch, 
sulphur, resin and quicklime. When 
water was added the  comsequent 
slacking of the quicklime generated 
enough heat to ignite the stuff, which 
was discharged by huge syringes and 
in rockets. 


Admiral Dundonald, one of. Brit- 
ain’s great sea captains, was | much

As the gas shell has a pecu- 
liar sound of its own When striking 
the ground the allied soldiers are to 
somevextent able to recognize it: and 
prepare, but later the enemy’ sought 
tq overcome this identification by 
sending over the gas shells in @ 
heavy fire, so that the hissing explo- 
sion is lost in the general “wproat., 
The mustard gas shells were used. 
extensively recently in the German 
attempt to wipe out the civil popu- 
lation of Armentieres.

Big Increase In

First Crop Estimate Issued From 
Ottawa Shows Increase of 
1,324,950 Acres 


An increasé of 1,324,950 acres in 
the amount of land sown to grain 


and hay in Canada this year as com- 
‘pared with last year, is shown in the 
first preliminary crop bulletin for the 
Dominion bureau of ’statisticsx This 
is an increase.of 9 per cent. ~ 

The returns show very satisfactory 
increases in the area sown to wheat 
and oats, and the conditions of these 
crops on May 31 was generally bet- 
ter than at the same date last year. 
The total area sown to wheat for 
the whole of Canada for 1918 is, esti- 
mated at 16,080,800 acres, as  com- 
pared with 14,755,850) acres) in 1917. 
The area to be harvested of fall 
wheat is 338,000 acres, and the xarea | 
sown to spring wheat fis 15,742,800 
acres, so that the. inerease of the lat- 
ter as. compared with 1917 is 1,712,- 
250, or 12 per cent. The area sown 
to oats is placed at 13,739,000 acres 
as compared with 13,313,400 acres 
last year, an’ increase of 425,600 
acres or 3.2 percent. The acreage 
of barley is 2,395,800 as compared 
with 2,392,200 in 1917; of rye 234,530 
as against 211,880; af peas 200,430 as 
against 198,051; of ‘mixed — grains 
506,530 against 497,236; of hay and | 
clover 8,200,300 as against 8,225,034, 
and of alfalfa 103,800 as against, 
109,824. ‘The arcgs sown this year 
to wheat, oats, barley and rye are! 
the highest on record for Canada. | 
The acreage sown to wheat in the 
prairie provinces totals 15,196,300

Forthcoming Harvest Operations .

through a crisis, the most serious the 
world has cver witnessed without any | 
exaggeration Whatsocver. 


There used to be talk among far- 
. Mers derogatory to the city man 
and other inexperienced laborers 
who* sometimes sought employment 
temporarily on the farm. Such talk 
is out of place now, with the  Ger-, 
mans sixty miles from Paris and ev- 
ery available man in Britain and 
France fighting to save not only his 
own country but this country as well. 
Such Canadian farmers forget that 
they themselv have been farmers 
all their fives ont in war time they 
can’t expect to secure men volunteer- 
ing from the cities with an experi- 
ence in. farm work equal ‘to their 
own, That is an impossibility. But 
it is not impossible that farm pro- 
duction of this country be increased, 
despite the shortage of experienced 
labor. That this:is true is-proven by 
the experience of. this country in 
the manufacture of munitions. 

When the war started Canada was 
absolutely inexperienced, | unskilled 
in, and without the machinery for 
the manufacture of munitions. But 
the manufacturers got to work. They 
studied\the problem and they solved 
at. 

4 _ Today Canada is turning out mil- 
M4 : lions of dollars worth of shells ev- 
3 ery month from the largest to _the 
émallest, and the most. minute me- 
chanical contrivances in connection 
with fuses and time charges. Cana- 
da’s record in the manufacture of 
munitions is one of the surprises of 
the war. It was not made by Cana- 
da saying “Canada Can't,” but by 
adopting the motto “Canada Can.” 
Canada did not refuse to try  be- 
cause of the scarcity of labor but set 
to work to organize and’ employed 
men and girls who had never been 
inside a factory before. They ac- 
complished the impossible! These in- 
experienced helpers were $peedily 
taught their parts and the result ‘is

@apture the city of Amiens, which 
wood have meant the interruption of 
railway communication between 
‘channel ports and Paris, cutting 
the British frmo one of their chief 
hases of supplicg, General Carey, 
however, saved the Situation. He 
called upon all classes of men_ be- 
hind the lines, whether they -were 
soldiers, cooks, camp followers, rail- 
way construction men, Chinese lab- 
orers, medical service men, trans- 
ort men, or whatever they were and 
A roanired them to fill the breach. 
With these men he succeeded in do- 
ing what the 5th army failed to do 
—he held the line! With no training 
in trench warfare, and no fighting 
organization before that time, - Gen- 
eral Carey gathered them together 
and this nondestript gathering of 
troops kept the Huns back for six 
days and nights until re-enforcements 
arrived.

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Indians Busyin. =. 


Greater Production 


Fifty Thousand Acres Under Culti- 
vation: in Coarse Grains 


The Indians of Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta this year will as- 
sist in thé greater’ production cam- 
paign with over 50,000: acres under 
cultivation in the coarser grains, >the 
greater part of this being in wheat. 
They also ha¥e 25,000 head of cattle, 
will have at, least 25,000 bushels of 
potatoes, all their vegetables and 
stunmer garden stuff. hi was the 
conservative estimate’ given to the 
Regina Leader» by W. M. Graham, 
Indian commissioner for the three 
provinces. 


Last year thé Indians had about 


40,000 acres under cultivation and 
their crops were excellent both in 
yield and quality. Moreover, they 


produced a large crop of beans which 
brought-a-high. figure. ...This year 
they will have a better record to 
show at the end of.the season for 
on every reserve they have gone to 
work with energy and have increased 
the acreage everywhere. 

Their record of enlistments for ac- 
tive setvice overseas is an enviable 
one. According to population the 
have given an equal percentage Wc 
men in the fighting lines, there befng 
over 2,000 Indians from Canada in 
the C.E.F. The exact. figures for the 
west are not obtainable but it is well 
over the 400 mark, one reserve, Pel- 
ly, sending 21 men ont of 43 eligible 
for service. 

Since the beginning of the war the 
Indians and Indian women have done 
a great work assisting the Red Cross 
funds. Red Cross locals have been 
formed and regularly contributions 
are forwarded to the central office at 
Regina, Winnipeg and Calgary.

Takin g Revenge 
On Prisoners 


Has Been Increasing Rigor During 
‘tthe. Last Three Months 


Eight .French soldiers who escap- 
ed from a German prison camp, 

itsburg, near Mannheim, report 
that there has been increasing rigor. 
during the Jast three months in the 
“reprisal camps” in. Germany. _ . 

’ The British troops particularly are 
suffering, while the French are fairly 
well. treated. The treatment, the es- 
caped prisoners declare, “becomes 
more sever after each raid on. the 
Rhime towns, the Germans’ hoping 
thus,.an officer member of the party 
said, to cause a cessation of the al- 
lied raids. 

This officer added that the Ger- 
mans were exposing the lives 3 
both allied officers afd men, by con- 
centrating them near ammunition 


factories likely to be attacked. But 
he added, “we prefer to be killed by 
our bombs rather than give in. Let 


the raids continue.” 


Decline Of the Subs. 


Enormous Work “of British Admir- 
alty Since the War Began 


In an interview with the London 
correspondent of the Petit Parisien, 
Sirs Eric Geddes, first lord of the 
admiralty, had the following to say 
with regard to submarines: 

“The allied navies continue to sink 


more German submarines than the 
enemy can build. It is certainly a 
fact that since ‘January we have 
sunk more subinprines than they 
have built. We attack their sub- 
marines 70 times a week on tne 
average. . ™ 

“We base our returns of subma- 


rines destroyed only on those we are 
sure of having scen wrecks or se- 
cured the crews; but most of the 
other submarines hit aré in urgent 
need of repairs. It is evident that 
fhe result of many of our attacks are 
unknown. If you have moles in your 
garden you may put down a thousand 
traps without catching all of them, 
and it is the same way with sub- 
marines.” 

An.example of the routine work 
carried out by the British admiralty 
during the three and a half years of 
war is shown in the facet, . despite

those which cut through “every mile 
of the Somme country in France, is 
an carthwork ready for the . military 
engineer, © An artillery commander 
finds in an ideal site for.small 
howitzer — (higlt-elevation) pieces, 
and it serves well, though not so 
well, the needs of the 18-pounder 
(low-elevation) pieces: But it is to 
the machine gunner that the sunken 
road offers the greatest/convenienccs. 
He can plant his piece with its muz- 
zle just over: the crest, and have a 
shelter just clow, safe against most 
chances. Then. if he is enterprising, 
he will burrow. forward-into the. batk 
of the sunken road and bring his tun- 
nel out to the surface ten yards or 
twenty yards ahead of the line of the! 
road; When the enemy has the 
range to the sunken road and_ is 
shelling it, the gunners can go* for- 
ward and continue’. fire without 
troubling about the “unhealthiness” 
of the place behind. Good for ficld 
the iat excellent for machine guns, 
the Junken road also is a ready-made 
communication trench ahd can be 
turned into a firing trench with very 
little work. . 

Here is atypical sunken road 
scrap that-cOmes to my“memory. Af- 
ter the taking of T had 
been sent forward to a sunken road | 
to reconnoitre for an advanced ar- 
tillery, position. It was a warm cor- 
ner with the enemy established about 
200 yards away, and*the best I could 
report was that it would be a “very 
sporting” position for guns, though 
some.good cover was given by the 
road bank, It was decided finally not 
to send up a battery but-only a single 
gun. Whilst we. were waiting for 
this: the enemy made-a—fierce attack 
on .the road, prefaced by a. furious. 
bombardment, ~ ¢ infantry conip- 
any commander in charge made his 
dispositions with singular coolness 
and'neatness. Whilst the bombard- 
ment was raging he instructed his 
men that. they were to hold their fire 
until the enemy were quite near; and 
the full force of his Lewis guns he 
sent to crawl. up another sunken 
road, which ‘ran at right angles from 
our position towards the enemy. This 
‘second sunken road was. like a sap, 
and; it was blocked about 100 yards 
forward of our main line. 

The enemy shelling ceased and the 
field-grey figures came forward. Not 
a shot from the British line; it was 
as if the road had been abandoried 
athering confidence 
rushed on. Soon there were riearly 
200 in sight, the foremost within 15 
yards of the British line. Then came 
the order—or rather the yell—to fire. 
From the front and the right flank 
rifle and machine gun sprayed the 
ground. 

Like wheat before the sickle the 
Germans fell headlong. Not a man 
was left standing. Some of the Brit- 
ish force, going forward,-collected™a 
few, unwounded prisoners who were 
trying to crawl back to their ,own 
lines. Some 17 wounded Germans 
wriggled into our lines to give them- 
selves up. The great majority of the 
attackers had been killed. ‘The Ger- 
man artillery then began firing again. 
It was a neat piece of work, illus-} 
trating ‘the intelligent use of sunken 
roads.—By Lieut.
